V. Myrick, former employees, are 
others in custody of the sheriff. 

Judge O. T. Gower held that the 
walkout of former employees of the 
Atlanta, Birmingham and Atlantic 
railroad was not an issue in the 
trial of O. C. Fairfield and he sus- 
tained the objection of Solicitor- 
General Wall to the effect of the 
defense to show that the strike was 
“fustified by acts of officials” of 
that road. The jury was sent from 
the courtroom while the lawyers ar- 
gued this point. 

Fairfield, in a statement to the 
jury, said “we are organized to pro- 
tect ourselves to get a good living 
and to be able to send our children 
to school and live decently.” 

He denied that he had ever in- 
timidated any present employee of 
the Atlanta, Birmingham and At- 
lantic railroad and denied that he 
had attempted to destroy company 
property. 

“T have tried to have the men 
uphold the law. I am innocent,” 
he concluded, 

In rebuttal, the state put on a 
number of witnesses who charged 
that former employees had threat- 
ened present employees of the road. 
Sheriff Dorminey, one of the wit- 
nesses, said that “many of the 
strikers carried sticks.” He testi- 
fied that B. W. Mayo, one of the de- 
fendants, refused to give up his 
shotgun while on picket duty when 
the officers demanded it.

Valentino Speaks. 

“By publishing that article, ex- 
Governor Brown,” said Mr. Valen- 
tino in a heated attack, ‘‘could not 
get much lower.

When he 
was canvassing for political office 
he was glad to lick the boots of the 
laboring people, and now he turns 
around, are for no cause whatever, 
caluminates labor’s chief.

Following his attack on former 
Governor Brown, Mr. Gompers turn- 
ed his attention to the industria! 
situation. 

“The American Federation of La-

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or who are powerless,” declared Mr. 
Gompers. “We are working for the 
benefit of the laboring man, his 
health and happiness; for America, 
the hypothesis of ideal fraternalism 
and civilization. That is what the 
army of laboring mankind is werk- 
ing for! I am optimistic, and i 
knuow we will succeed! 


Urges Faithfulness. 


“And now, my brothers in the la- 
bor movement, grit your teeth, hold 
on and fight! Be faithful to or- 
ganized labor, and go to the un- 
organized and organizex them. In- 
culcate in yourselves and in your 
associates a whole-hearted loyalty 
to America, and cement the solidar- 
ity of the American labor move- 
ment.’ 

President Clay, of the state 
senate, said that Governor Hardwick 
is and always has been a friend of 
unionism and welcomed Mr. Gomp- 
ers to the state of Georgia, while 
Mavor Key welcomed him to the 
city. 

Mayor Key in his address said: 
‘T regard the labor movement as 
one of the strongest factors for 
bringing about peace, and upon 
peace depends the progress of the 
world. The labor movement aljso 
recognizes equality and democracy, 
and it is a great honor for the city 
of Atlanta to have the chief of that 
movement as its guest.” He added 
that “Atlanta is destined to be a 
great city. because there is har- 
mony between employers and em- 
ployees in all local industries.”

Praises Judgment. 


Judge Sibley praised the good 
judgment of Mr. Gompers, stating 
that on account of that the Ameri- 
ean Federation of Labor is the 
most powerful organization in 
America.

man’s Club Begins Work 


For Juvenile Detention Home 


Resolutions deploring the condi-] 
tion of the Fulton County Juvenile 
Detention home, which was declared 
to be unsuited to its purpose and 
unsafe, and urging wpon the com- 
missioners of roads and revenues of 
Fulton county that they erect, at 
the earliest possible date, a suitable 
and adequate home, formed the live 
theme of a luncheon meeting of the 
juvenile court division, public wel- 
fare department, Atlanta Woman’s 
club yesterday. A series of brief 
talks by members of the committee, 
members of the Woman’s club at 
large, and of boys’ committees of 
the Rotary club, followed the read- 
ing of the resolutions, these talks 
stressing the impossible character 
of the Detention Home building, and 
the need for a new one, and the 
resolutions were then passed by 
unanimous standing vote. 

Permission was also given by all 
present, men and women, that their 
names might. be signed to the reso- 
lutions. 

Resolutions Passed. 

They are as follows: 

“Whereas, the Fulton County 
Juvenile Detention home is unsuit- 


the state board of public welfare, 
and a Rotarian, stressed the keen 
interest of the board in the juvenile 
court system, and mentioned the 
fact that since the board's work be- 


gan, they had promoted the estab- 
lishment of these courts to the num- 
ber of eighty, where only a few 
handful! was in existence when the 
board was created. 

E. H. Goodhart declared that the 
dog catcher’s pen was in better con- 
dition than the detention home, and 
that the city or the county which 
stands for such a condition, wheth- 
er through ignorance or indiffer- 
ence, is morally responsible for its 
results.

H. Goodhart, 
Rotarians and others were speakers 
offering their individual support 
and that of their organization to 
sn the club women in their ef- 
ort. 


All the speakers urged that no

“Be it resolved by the Woman's 
club, of Atlanta, That the county 
cOmmissioners of roads and rev- 
enues of Fulton county, be and are 
hereby urged to-erect at the earliest 
possible date a suitable and ade- 
quate juvenile detention home and 
incorporate in their plans for the 
erection and maintenance of such a 
home the following necessary pro- 
visions: 

“(a) A suitable neighborhood for 
the location of the home, with ample 
playgrounds. 

“(b) A building so constructed

Mrs. 8S. F. Boykin, chairman of 
the committee, stated that her in- 
terviews with the commissioners in- 
dicated that they were ready for 
the proposition, and that the Wom- 
an’s club, the Rotarians and public 
sentiment must press upon the 
commissioners the need for imme- 
diate action. 

The five Fulton county commis- 
sioners had been invited to be pres- 
ent and confer with the club, but 
all declined except two, and none 
attended. 


and equipped as to provide ade- 
quate race, sex and character sepa- 
ration; hospital facilities for diag- 
noses and study of children; recre- 
ation and occupation rooms, dormi- 
tories and separate detention rooms, 
offices for juvenile judge and pro- 
bation officers; a courtroom, con- 
sultation rooms; all properly light- 
ed, heated, ventilated, fireproof and 
made safe against intrusions and 
escapes.” 

The action of the club was the 
result of observations made by cluh 
members working as individuals in 
the interest of children brought be- 
fore the Fulton county juvenile 
court, and the matter was then 
taken up by the welfare department, 
Mrs. E. H. Goodhart, chairman. She 
appointed Mrs. S. F. Boykin chair- 
Man of the juvenile committee to 


direct the work of the club in call- 


ing public attention to the condi- 
tion of the detention home, and sge- 
curing from the county commission- 
ers prompt action in providing a 
remedy. 

Mrs. B. M. Boykin, president of 
the club, at the luncheon meeting, 
presided, and Mrs. Ashby Jones 
opened the meeting with prayer. 

“That any place,” said Mrs, Bov- 
kin, “is good enough for the child 
of the streets who offends the law, 
is an attitude which, in this day of 
social progress, is untenable. The 
child of the streets will grow up. 
He will be a citizen. Shall we talk 
of Americanization, and then neg- 
lect the citizenship of our own 
children?” 

That all children brought before 
the court are not serious offenders 
was another point she brought out. 
but pictured graphically the men- 
ace to them in heing detained over- 
night in this place, with its lack 
of provision for adequate separation 
of the races or the sexes, and with 
little protection from the weather, 
no decent place to sleep, no chairs 
to sit in. The club women in- 
spected the building during a rain 
Several weeks ago and found two 
inches of.water in the basement 
where some of the children are 
quartered if there is a crowd. The 
upper rooms are little better. 

Expert Opinion. 

Miss Rhoda Kautfman, of the 
State board of welfare, described 
from the standpoint of a social ex- 
pert the kind of detention home 
needed. 

Two things it should provide pri- 
marily, said Miss Kauffman. The 
first is facilities for absolute sep- 
aration as to race, sex and offense.

Except Carolina and Virginia 


Ad valorem—a tax on property— 
is the basis of every southern 
states’ system of raising revenues 
except North Carolina. In that state 
the property tax has been imposed 
from the beginning of the cOmmon- 
wealth until this year—1921—and 
now the state is depending entire- 
ly upOn other sources of revenue, 
plus an income tax on salaries, fees 
and commissions. over and above 
exemptions, practically similar to 
those of the federal law. 

In this article I shall deal only 
with state tax systems and rates.

- PORES HEREBY ABOLISHED. 

The pores of the skin are like au- 
tointoxication—a fine hypothetica] 
foundation upon which to set up and 
launch a lot of plausible remedies— 
plausible to credulous folk. 

The skin has a great many min- 
ute openings in it, to be sure, from 
which protrude the shafts of the 
fine hairs that cover the skin and 
through which empty the sebaceous 


or oil glands, whose secretion serves | 


to keep the skin soft, pliable, pink, 
young and warm; and the sudori- 
ferous or sweat glands, whose secre- 
tion serves to regulate the tempera- 
ture of the body, but practically not 
at all to carry off any poisons. 

A pore is something more than an 
opening in the sl:in. It is an inlet, 
or means of absorption. The skin of 
man has no such equipment. Man 
does not breathe one bit through 
his skin. The minute openings just 
mentioned, so commonly mistaken 
for “pores,”’ do not absorb anything 
from the outside world; nor do they 
“open” and “close” with warmth 


and cold, as popular imagination has 
it. In fact, the little openings call- 
ed “pores” are no more important 
physiologically or pathologically 
than is the hole in which a post 
stands or the hole in which a nail 
is set in the wood. 


It seems deplorable to add that

We have 
as many wealthy and generous men 
as our sister state to the north, and 
we believe they are Just as loyal. 
Our campaign will be carried on at 
a time When the south Is in better 
business condition than it was in 
June when Virgtnia raised, her 
fund, and we certainly don't expect 
to let the Virginians surpass us. 

“Scores of the members of last 
vear’s senior class contributed $300 
apiece to the campaign. If these 
boys, just starting out in the world, 
are willing so to pledge themselves 
for the help of thé university, and 
the future greatness of the state, 
how infinitely more will Georgia’s 
men of wealth give to match them?”
